^European Intelligence. 

The "Bank of England had arranged to ex- 
change two millions sterling in gold with 
the Bank of France, For a similar amount 
in silver. The English funds wero buoyant 
and higher. The Times hoped for an early 
reduction of the bank rate of discount. 
French rates wero quoted in Taris on the 23d 
November at70f. 16c. ; Consols on tho same 
day, at London, were at 93ja93£, for money 
and account. The .-money market was 
slightly easier. 

It was stated Hhat Count Walowfiki would 
succeed Count Persigny in the French Em- 
bassy at London. 

There was no new movement in Italy. 
The clergy of the Neapolitan provinces were 
paying homage to Victor Emanuel. The 
Cardinal Archbishop of Naples was about to 
return to his See. 

Rumors of a new Sardinian loan -were 
contradicted. 

The Dowager Queen of Naples, with the 
young princess, had arrived at Romo. 

The French were about to occupy Ter- 
iracina. 

The Queen of Spain had presented a rich 
sword to General Guyon. It was reported 
that Guyon had declared that he would not 
deliver the material belonging to the Bour- 
bon troops, who entered the Roman States, 
either to Francis or Emanuel. Negotiations 
were, however, pressing on the Bilbjoct. 

Vienna letlers speak of a guarantee from 
the German Confederation, joined by Russia, 
for securing VenetiatO Austria as- i.ecessary 
for the security of Germany. 

The Bombay mail had reached England. 
There were vague rumors of a probable re- 
duction of 'Jo per cent, on the duty of cotton 
and yarns. 

The result of the President!*! election was 
.commented on in England with satisfaction. 

ffllre IBrazilian corvette Donna babel woe 
•wrecked on the coast of Barbury. One hun- 
dred seamen.anil twenty-three officers were 
lost. 

Theeiege'of'Gaeta<oontinaed. The I'ied- 
montese bombarded the suburbs on the 12th 
November. The Neapolitan troops contin- 
ued to fight 'resolutely, but defection among 
the otiieers was -increasing. Col. Pianelli 
had surrendered his battalion of chasseurs 
to the PiedmODteao, The Bourbon troops 
wero paralyzed by the insubordination of 
their chiefs and the confusion prevailing. 
It was be!iev<jd tho complete evacuation of 
Gaeta had boerf resolved on. A castle near 
Munich was prepared for the reception uf 
Francis II, 

Explanations wero said to have been ask- 
ed of Piedmont by France, whether with its 
sanction Garibaldi signifies his intention lo 
attack Veuetia in the spring. The plan at- 
tributed lo Garibaldi is to laud at Dalmatis, 
get into Montenegro, and raise tho popula- 
tion, in ordor to compel the Austrians to 
keep considerable force on that side, while 
tho Piedmontese are busy before Venetia. 

A statement was current that England 
had intirnutod to Trance her intention lo re- 
cognize the new kingdom, and Napoleon 
had signified his willingness, provided it be 
postponed till the king of Naples evaoiiatns 
Gaetu. Iieactinnury movements tvero at 
work, and it is said that five Neapolitan pro- 
vinces were in a state of seigu on account 
of the movements of anti-annoxioni.sts. Tho 
province of Alvizzi had partly rison in in- 
surrection.

President Buchanan on Foreign Affairs 

In his lato Message to Congress, Presi- 
dent Buchanan alludes to the affairs of the 
Republic with foreign countries. In speak- 
ing of the relations with Groat Britain, he 
says : 

Our relations with Great Britain are of the 
most friendly character. Since the com- 
mencement of my administration, the two 
dangerous questions arising from the Clay- 
ton and Bulwer treaty, and from the right of 
search claimed by the British Government, 
have been amicably and honorably adjusted. 
The discordant construction of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty between the two governments, 
which at different periods of the discussion 
bore a threatening aspect, have resulted in a 
final settlement, entirely satisfactory to this 
Government. 

###*-#** 
The only question of any importance 
which slid remains open, is the disputed 
title between the two Governments 10 the 
island of San Juan, in the vicinity of Wash- 
ington Teiritory. As this question is still 
under negotiation, it is not deemed advis- 
able nt the present to make any further al- 
lusion to the subject. Tho recent visit of the 
Prince of Wales, in appropriate character 
to the people of this country, has proved to 
be a most auspicious event in its consequen- 
ces. It cannot fail to increase the kindred 
and kindly feeling of both countries,and their 
political and social intercourse with each 
other. 

With France, Austria. Brazil, Russia, China 
ad Japan, Mr. Buchanan oongratulatcs the 
country that it is at peace, and that her re- 
lations are of the most fraternal and friendly 
character. Spain and Mexico's affairs, how- 
ever, are very complicated, and, much as it 
is to be regretted, remain without any pros- 
pects of a speedy adjustment.

,; I was standing nl Staplriton's door in 
Sacramento Street, when a rinm passed very 
hastily and approached another, and looking 
him in the lace, struck him will) his fist, 
staggering him:; the falling man atlomptod 
to recover, when he was again struck to the 
uroiind by the man recognized by Jasper 
F. Smith as the assailant ; ilie stricken man 
then arose and ran towards Ashim's store ; 
about two minutes aflei ward I went to the 
same store and saw deceased standing about 
the centre ot the store, Iflnnin^' over if!ie 
counter; he seemed faint and fulling back- 
wards ; Mr. .Smith was .standing at the side 
of the counter; holding his knife aloft he 
said : • There, damn it, there is the way 
every gentleman ought to do ;' there was 
also a sentence I did not hear: he seermd 
to speak of his wife aitd child ; he then rr- 
placed his knife ; deceased then struggled 
into the back room, and when he got there 
the blood was gushing from his bosom ami 
ho exclaimed thai "ho was dj iug." 
Another witness teslilie.d : 
'• I am in the employ of .\«!iim & Bto.. 
1 18 Sacramento street; was present when 
the diflicuity occurred, my attention haying 
been attracted by the noise i*f u man -inuib- 
lillg OVel something near the door ; turned 
around and saw a mail, saill lo be Mr- 
New e |, coming in, and another man stand- 
ing over him with a big bowie-knife in his 
hand. Newell came running in and cry- 
ing. - Save me! save me !' he then ran to 
the end of u table, struck his foot and fell; 
after he fell the pursuer slabbed him with ft 
knife, somewhere in the front part of the 
body; cannot say exactly where] I was dis- I 
taut about twelve feet from tho parties ; I 
distinctly saw the blow given; heard the 
assailant say, ' 'There, you will slander my 
wife again, will you V Saw the blood follow 
the first blow with tho knife ; but saw ik> 
blood succeed the second stab." 

The accused was fully committed for 
trial on a charge of murdef.

RegiBtratioii of Voters, 

The clause in the Franchise Act of 1859, 
making our Parliament triennial, wasi a very 
wise |)iovisiou to check an exorcise of au- 
thority calculated to injure the Colony. It 
would, ..owever, have been much more ad* 
vantayemid to the Colorty,anJ certainly more 
in accordance with public opinio.!, had it 
been biennial. As it is the Assembly can- 
not, in the present state or the law, lengthen 
its existence more than two years longer. 
Then hon. members will have to restore the 
delegated authority which they exercise to 
their constituents ; and test the value placed 
on their public services by an appeal for re- 
election. But vacancies may occur, as they 
have occurred since the last general elec- 
tion, for constituencies to choose ouco more 
a representative Resignation, acceptance 
of orhce,or death, may make a constituency 
vacant. Fatality or a dispatch from Down- 
ing .street, might signify a new administrator 
of the Government. Neither of these tilings 
are we insured against; and the latter is 
probably not unlikely. In that case it wouPB 
be assuming too much to suppose that anew 
Governor would inaugurate his administra- 
tion without an appeal to the people, so as 
to star- as fairly as possible,or start with what 
coiivm.lionalis u makes the best criterion to 
the opinions of the country. Under these 
circumstances, the opportunity should not 
be lost sight to register every available vote. 
In the present state of public feeling 
a, very different return would be made if 
the whole body of the qualified electors 
were registered from what has been made 
ior Esquiuualt town, or eten the district. 
In both these elections legal voters were 
were prevented from casting their votes, 
though the preservation of interpolated lists 
by the perversity of the administration. Mr. 
Treasurer Gordon, neithor the first nor the 
last time, would have been returned for 
Es.ruimalt Town, except through what can 
only be considered a public fraud ; legal 
voters being prevented from voting. With 
iuch facts staring the electors in the face, 
we should indeed bo blind to our own 
interests, were wo to allow the twelve days 
during which the lists remain open to pass 
without registration. 

Moreover should an Act of hlCWpoftltioD 
be passed at any time during the year, and 
the necessity for such will soon again be 
forced on the attention of the Legislature, 
tho franchise on which the civic oliicers 
would t>rt elected would more than likely be 
the registered li*t or voters which closes on 
th*24ih January; just twelve days hence. 
If our citi'ietw therefore want City Council- 
lors to represent their opinions, let them not 
bo slack in registration. The new Act to 
amend the registration, fully confirms every 
position we have taken that the old lists 
were no good.. And yet the same men who 
passed an Act implying that the old lists 
were no uood. passed a solemn vote in the 
Assembly declaring them good. With men 
made of such staff, we but do our duly in 
warning the electors- to be on thek giuird. 
Be prepared for new elections to the Assem- 
bly, either general or particular; and for to re- 
turn a hheral and progressive town Council- 
The oi l saying, " who would bo free-them- 
selvcs must strike the blow," will h ill) good 
here. If it i« disregarded by the electors 
through neglecting to register their voles, 
they will have none but themselves to 
blame. 



which give character to the British people 
the world over. So far as mere local 
political divisions are concerned, he was a 
Reformer; and Reformer hero only means a 
supporter of time-honored English usages 
as contrasted with :he policy of a feudal 
corporation.

Lang ford was elected to tho first Assembly, 
from Victoria District; but the political 
agents of the monopoly deprived him of his 
sea). At the last election he oflered him- 
self as candidate for the town, but partially 
through the malignant influence of men 
high in Minority, he withdrew, lo the regret 
of the electors. But although he did not 
formally receive the suffrages of his country- 
men, he remained still the representative of 
their feelings and cherished by the popu- 
lace as, one of the noblest work* of God— an 
honest man Mr. Langford is well worthy a 
ruche in the early history of the colony. He 
has occupied a prominent place, both polit- 
ically and socially, in otirsmall community.: 
and it is with many regrets thai we consent 
to his departure. He bids farewell to-day 
to our " tight-giit isle'.' forever. May the 
kind wishes of his hosts of friends left be- 
hind follow him on his voyage; and amid 
ilia liawiiiorria and primroses nl " Merrie 
England," may he reap their fondest wishes, 
honored and esteemed as he is here, one of 
the first pioneers of Vancouver Island.

The Wrecks. 

II. M. S. Plumper.Cnpt. Richards, left Es- 
quimau yesterday morning, bound for the 
Northern coast of the Island, on a search for 
the missing gunboat, an account 01 the mys- 
terious disappearance of which we chron- 
icled yesterday, and to render every assist- 
ance in her power possible, to any disabled 
vessel she may fall in with. The Plumper 
will also visit and compel the Indians hold- 
ing three of the crew of the Florencia in 
•captivity to give them up. The sum de- 
manded for their ransom by the savage 
■captors, is five dollars each — in all fifteen 
•dollars. The Plumper, besides searching 
'Nootka Sound, will, if unsuccessful, proceed 
northward, and endeavor to glean intelli- 
gence of the Forward's fate. There is still 
hope that she is stowed away in some out- 
-of-the-way nook with disabled engines; or 
that she has gone around to the the North of 
the Island under sail. We ardently trust 
that the Plumper will be successful in her 
search.and thereby relieve the many aching 
hearts in our midst, who are at present bowed 
■down with grief at the presumed loss of 
their relatives and friends. Should our 
worst fears bo confirmed, the loss of the gun- 
boat will be one of the most terrible calam- 
ities that has ever occurred on the coast, and 
many a seat at fireside circles will be left 
vacant forever. 

THE FLORENCIA'S WRECK. 

In the statement from John Larkin, (a 
very intelligent man, and one of the Flo- 
rencia's crew,) published yesterday, we 
alluded to the conduct of Capt. Stewart, 
Indian Agent at Euculet, towards him and 
his distressed companions. The wreck of 
the Florencia, as he states, was knocked 
<lown by Lankenau, the first mate, to Capt. 
S. for 8100— the mate acting as auctioneer. 
The men had claims against the vessel fur 
wages ; and in addition to that sum, the first 
mate, at the time she capsized (Nov. 12th,) 
promised the crew each S100, in case they 
would stand by her. They did so, and in 
order to cancel that claim, Captain Stewart 
gave them each an order on Norris, Cox & 
Co., forSlG 66, reducing the sum promised 
to that amount, by some rule of arithmetic 
not understood, we hope, by any oi.e besides 
himself. The following is a copy of the 
order held by John Larkin : 

H. No. 5. Messrs. Norris Cox— Please 
pay Jno. Larkin, or order, the sum of $16 66 
(sixteen dollars 66-100,) and charge the 
same to my account. 

(Signed,) C. E. STEWART. -/ 

Jan. 4, 1861, Eucluet, V. I. 

Tnis order is given in consideration of 
making the S100 promised me null and void. 

At the time the wreck was sold, the par- 
ties present were the first and second mates, 
the steward, Larkin, and the remaining two 
seamen, Capt. Stewart, four Kanakas be- 
longing to the brig Consort, and several 
Indians, attracted to the spot by tlie novelty 
of the scene. Capt. S.j being the only 
person present not connected with the 
wreck, besides the Kanakas and the Indians, 
bid SluO for the whole concern, ami, there 
being no other bidder, obtained the prize 
without opposition. 

but after the ''sale" was over, the meu 
uiged their claims against the wreck fui 
wages due, and in older to satisfy them and 
. obtain a quitclaim, the Captain gave each a 
note, payable in six mouths after date, for 
$50 ; but prudently introduced a ■' saving 
clause 

A. No. 4. Six months after dale I promise 
to pay Jno. Larkin, or order, the .sum ol S50, 
(fifty dollars), providing the same be realized 
from the hull ami cargo of the Peruvian brig 
Flortncia.

The survivors thinking that, if they did 
not accept the note ofTored, they would get 
nothing, and being assured by Captain 
Stewart that if they did not sign oil, In; 
would give them no assistance to got away 
from Eucluet, finally did as he desired ; and 
Capt. Stewart remains, up to the present 
moment, " monarch of all he surveys" con- 
nected with the unfortunate brigantine. As 
t/.oon as the Plumper arrives at Eucluet, 
however, he will receive an invitation to 
visit Victoria, and explain away (if he can) 
hlj singular conduct. Stops havo been 
taken here to lender the " wale" a nullity 
by the officers of the Crown. 

The Bark Iona.— This bark, arrived 
yesterday frutn San Francisco, was boarded 
by a pilot in the outer harbor on Thursday 
evening, but declined taking one. Subse- 
quently, she wont on a rook ; when Pilot 
Pike wont to her assistance and brought her 
safely into harbor the following morning.

Prospects for a California Immigration 

San Francisco, Jan. 3, 1861. 

Editor British Colonist :— Asa pioneer 
of civilization in British Columbia, and feel- 
ing, from a thorough knowledge of its re- 
sources, an interest in that Colony, I have 
endeavored, by conversing with miners and 
traders here to ascertain the exact state of 
their feelings towards the newly discovered 
guld regions of the Norih. The result of my 
inquiries, I believe, justifies me in saying 
that the immigration during the succeeding 
yehr from this place will not be heavy. 1 
had expected, (knowing the richness 
of the Cariboo and Rock Creek sec- 
tions) that the truth need only be promul- 
gated to insure a healthy flow of immigra- 
tion during the present year. But 1 fear 
that iny previous expectations will not be 
realized. The late discoveries of rich placer, 
ravine, and bar diggings, in the Caribou 
country, and on the banks of iho Quesnelle 
River, have, it is very true, created much 
remark lieio ; but those whose interest it is 
to do so do not fail to keep before the peo- 
ple the ill success of many of the pioneers 
to British Columbia in 185S-'o9; and the 
remembrance of day* that are passed fur- 
ever is called ii|i In prHVent the surplus 
population of this country liom again try- 
iug ilu-ir luck : ' in your sister Colony. Her 
lately ''struck'' resources ol mineral and 
agiiiuiltnr.il wealth, requite no false coloring 
to enable her eventually to rank as one 
of the lir.-t gold producing countries of the 
world ; neither should her enemies resort 
to a syMem of dHtmotiou having no founda- 
tion in lact to injure her prospects. 

Let the country stand oi fall upon its own 
merits. The greater portion of the immigra- 
tion this year from here will he composed 
of those who, having once te-ted the quali- 
ties of the mines are willing lo return. 
Many of these will briny their friends ; and 
some few of the floating population will 
seek their fortune in the new Eldorado : 
but beyond these do nut look lor many. 

In Oregon, the loelitlg in favor ol your 
mines, is ditlerent, and a large accession to 
your population of honest, hard- woiking 
miners from that Stale may be looked for. 
I -topped three da) s at l'i rtland Oil my way 
hither, and found that a perfect fever is 
manifesting itsell among the inhabitants re- 
garding Rock Creek and Cariboo. Kvcry 
one that had visited IIiohb sections spoke 
well ol Ihein, and eager inquiry was liea ill 
from all quarters as to the best mule i»r 
means ol reaching there. I met several 
packers at P rtland purchasing goods for lh« 
Northern mines, intending to semi thpm via 
the Dalles. The good feeliny inwards youi 
mines was unanimous; ami I only wish I 
could sec the same disposition to icst before 
condemning manifestim: itsell Iter**.
